DONEGAL COUNCIL AND 
A GRANT. 


DISSATISFIED WITH ITS 
ALLOCATION 

By fourteen votes to eleven, the Donegal 
County Council yesterday took drastic action 
regarding the £40,000 grant to the County 
Donegal under the national road scheme. 

Mr. Baxter pointed out that none of the 
grant was to be expended in the north- 
western portions of the county, where people 
were poorest and the roads the worst. He 
moved that, unless the Government gave the 
Council an opportunity of revfewing the allo- 
eation of the grant, they should refuse to 
grant the application of the Government for 
the service of surveyors and the use of 
road machinery. 

Mr. Brennan seconded. : 

Mr. Clarke proposed that the Government's 
application be granted, and pointed out that 
persistence in Mr. Baxter's proposal would 
result in the Government withdrawing the 
granc. 

Captain Hamilton seconded. 

Mr. J. F. O’Donnell pleaded for the with- 
drawal of the motion because of the danger 
of losing the grant altogether. 

Mr. Baxter refused. He pointed out that 
this raoney was their own, as it was out of 
the motor taxes. Jet us raise the plan of 
campaign now, declared: Mr. Baxter, and 
pay no motor taxes next year. We will pay 
no more motor taxes 1f they withdraw the 
grant. 

Further appeals were made to Mr. Baxter, 
but he refused to withdraw his motion, and 
Mr. Brennan agreed with Mr. Baxter, de- 
claring that the motion was a manly protest 
against the unjust manner in which the 
money was allocated in the county. 

The motion was carried. 

On the motion of Mr. O’Donnell, the Coun- 
cil passed a resolution calling upon the 
Government to make an immediate grant of 
40,090 to relieve distress in the north- | 
westeéi'n areas, where extreme poverty exists.

Thoiry and After. 


M. Poincaré’s ‘‘ week-end’? speeches at, 
St. Germain and Bar-le-Duc have robbed 
the Thoiry idyll of some of its early 
romance. The French Premier is a strong- 
willed realist. His more volatile lieutenant, 
M. Briand, went to Geneva with a certain 
purpose in view, and, having achieved it, 
was inclined to indulge in dithyrambic 
eulogies of the new spirit that had 
sweetened the relations between Germany 
and France. This quite natural access of 
zeal for the cause of a Franco-German 
rapprochement was misinterpreted by Herr 
Stresemann, who, at a meeting of the 
German colony in Geneva, announced 
blandly that his pact with M. Briand had 
absolved Germany for ever of the stigma 
of wilful responsibility for the war. . A 
more tactless statement could not have 
been made. The civilised world is con- 
vinced that the main guilt for the war 
rests with the German Kriegsherren, and 
Herr Stresemann’s speech had the effect of 
arousing a storm of indignant protest 
throughout France. M. Poincaré, at Bar- 
le-Duc, told the Germans plainly that, 
while France was ready to join hands 
with her ancient enemy in the common 
cause of KEurope’s welfare, she could 
‘‘ allow no question to be raised as to the 
responsibility of 
ment for the war.”

He did not mince his 
words, and, while his frankness may delay 
the consummation of the Thoiry pact, it 
was needed badly. If France and Ger- 
many are to come together, there must be 
no illusions on either side. : 
The German Press has treated the Thoiry 
pact from the outset as a purely com- 
mercial transaction.

Of course, like Herr 
every German is eager to 
make political capital out of the new situa- 
tion, but ultimately the French advances 
are a matter of pounds, shillings and pence. 
The German view is that France wants to 
be '' bought out of ’’ the Saar Valley and 
the Rhineland, and that Belgium is quite 
willing to name her price for the evacua- 
tion of Eupen and Malmédy. A Berlin 
newspaper estimates that Germany must 
pay about £12,000,000 for the Saar Valley 
and half that sum for the two Belgian 
provinces. As France and _ Belgium 
together take some sixty per cent. of the 
reparations ‘‘ pool,’’ at least £30,000,000 
worth of railway bonds must be mobilised 
to make these payments. According to bank- 
ing experts, the market cannot absorb more 
than £60,000,000 worth of Dawes railway 
bonds at the present time; therefore, when 
the Saar, Eupen and Malmédy have 
been only £30,000,000 will 
remain, of which France’s share—52 per 
cent.—will be less than £16,000,000. 
Doubts have been expressed in Berlin 
whether France will be willing to accept 
such a comparatively small sum in ex- 
change for the Rhenish provinces, espe- 
cially as, before any issue can be made 
under the Dawes scheme, she must make a 
final settlement of her financial obligations 
to Britain “nd the United States. Never- 
theless, the prospect of a £28,000,000 wind- 
fall must be very attractive to France in 
the present condition of her finances 
The Treaty of Versailles was negotiated 
and signed by all the Allies and Associated 
Powers, and cannot be revised without 
their consent. Of course,  Britain’s 
acquiescence in any entente between France 
and Germany is a foregone conclusion. 
Italy, however, must not be. forgotten. 
She is a party to the Locarno Pact, which 
guarantees the eastern frontier of France; 
and, in her view, the occupation of the 
Rhineland is a valuable pledge not only 
against Germany’s default in respect of 
reparations, but against a politico-economic 
union between Germany and Austria. 
Furthermore, Italy is disturbed at the 
prospect of a huge Franco-German céal 
and iron combine. She has no coal of her 
but the advent of Signor 
Mussolini has been developing her iron 
and steel with conspicuous 
success. Her business men, therefore, have 
no reason to welcome an alliance between 
German coal and French iron.

Empire Marketing. 


As the result of evidence obtained by 
the Imperial Economic Committee—which 
in its latest report gave some admirable 
advice to the Free State butter industry— 
the British Board of Trade has established 
an Empire Marketing Board. This Board’s 
purpose will be to popularise in Great 
Britain the food products of “the Empire 
overseas,’ including, of course, the Irish 
Free State. A sum of £500,000 has been 
placed at its disposal for the present year, 
and in future years it will be entitled to 
spend £1,000,000 annually upon the 
advertisement of Empire goods Within 
the next few days Mr. Amery, the Secre- 
tary of State for Dominion Affairs, will 
make a full statement of the Board’s 
policy and methods; but already the first 
move to help the Dominions has been 
made. A part of the £500,000 will be used 
to promote a display of Dominion and 
Colonial produce at next month’s Imperial 


Fruit Show in London, and the new Board } 


will present the prizes for a window- 
dressing competition between Londcn fruit- 
shops. Research grants will be made to 
the Ministry of Agriculture and the 
universities; help will be provided for 
the labelling of produce, and information 
about consignments and market. conditions 
will be circulated among producers. 
It is probabl@ however, that the bulk of 
the Board’s funds will be employed in a 
thorough campaign of ‘“ publicity,’’ through 
the newspapers and other agencies, which 
will advocate not only the merits c- Empire 
produce, but the wide benefits of imperial 
co-operation. The Economic Committee 
has recommended many reforms in the 
marketing of meat, dairy produce and 
fruit in Great Britain, and the new Board 
will urge importers and distributors to 
adopt them. In effect, the establishment 
of the Empire Marketing Board represents 
the first attempt to organise the British 
market for overseas produce. Here is a 
magnificent opportunity for the Dominion 
which in its ciose geographical contact 
with that market has an inalienable ad- 
vantage over all competitors. How does 
the Free State Government propose to 
make use of the opportunity? Are its 
best brains occupied to-day with plans for 
the promotion of the Free State’s economic 
interests at next month’s Imperial Con- 
ference ?

The latest 
victims are Switzerland and Italy. To-day 
wide areas of Switzerland are threatened 
by serious floods in the’ Rhone Valley. 
The great viaduct which carries the rail- 
way from Milan to Lausanne has been 
: In the district of St. Maurice 
all telegraphic and telephonic. communica- 
tion has been interrupted; and the little 
town of Lavey, famous for its hot springs, 
has been wrecked. Troops are guarding 
bridges, and are digging trenches at places 
where the Rhone, making a new bed, 
threatens the highways. There is a danger 
of landslides which may throw great 
masses of earth into the raging torrents. 
Expeditions are being sent to the help of 
mountain villages which have been with- 
out light and water for three days. In 
Italy floods are sweeping, the streets of 
Trieste, and southwards,\ at Brindisi, 
cyclonic tempests have inflicted heavy 
damage. By this time, no dQubt, the last 
of the summer tourists have left Switzer- 
land; but, if the present floods had come 
a month ago, thousands of British and 
American citizens would have known a too 
exciting holiday. Perhaps, Ireland, in her 
appeals to tourists, does not lay sufficient 
stress on her secure foundations and 
equable climate.

PROHIBITION AND

i NEW YORA, Tuesday 

Mr. Smith, Governor of New York, who, 
aS an avowed supporter of the ‘‘ Wets,”’ 
polled an enormous number of |votes at the 
la&t election, was unanimously adopted to-day 
for re-election by the State Democratic Con- 
vention, which is in session at Syracuse. 
Almost at the same hour the Republican Con- 
vention, at an enthusiastic meeting here, put 
forward the name of Mr. Ogden Mills for the 
same office. 

Mr. Ogden Mills is a “ Near Dry,’ and his 
nomination represents the efforts of the Re- 
publicans to appease the '' Dry’ section of 
the party, who have been threatening to 
nominate a candidate of their own, because of 
their objection to the re-nomination of Senator 
Wadsworth, who is an outspoken ‘‘ Wet.’’ 

The Republican programme, which is ex- 
pected to heal the breach, is in favour of the 
enforcement of the law, and of awaiting the 
decision of the people, as expressed in the re- 
ferendum to be submitted to them at the 
November election, when the voters will be 
asked to indicate whether or not they favour 
asking Congress to empower each State to 
decide for itself what alcoholic content of 
beverages shal! be deemed ‘“ intoxicating.”’ 
Under the law at present this content is one 
and a half per cent. Similar referenda will 
be voted in several other States, and it 
thought not impossible that a modification of

KILLED: ATTACKERS 
SENTENCED. 
KHARTOUM (By Mail). 

On July 15th last some twenty or thirty 
followers of Sayed Sir Abderrahman el Mahdi, 
living on the east bank of the Blue Nile, 
made a murderous attack on two parties of 
cultivators returning to their respective 
villages from work, on the lands Sherif 
Yusef el Hindi. 

In order to proceed to and from their 
villages to the land on which they were en- 
gaged, they had to pass by or across the 
lands cultivated by Abderrahman’s people, 
and this caused irritation, if not actual 
damage. But there was no serious provoca- 
tion for the attack, and it was made by per- 
sons armed with spears against totally un- 
armed labourers. Three of the latter were 
killed on the spot by spear wounds, and many 
others. were more or less seriously wounded. 

Prompt action was taken by the administra- 
tive authorities, and twenty-three of the at- 
tacking party were arrested, and have been 
since tried at Wad Medani by a major court. 
Three have been sentenced to death, and the 
rest to imprisonment for life; but, on astrong 
recommendation to mercy received from the 
court, the life sentences on eight of the latter 
have been reduced to imprisonment for two 
years.—( Reuter.)

OBITUARY. 


SIR HIRAM SHAW WILKINSON. 

Sir Hiram Shaw Wilkinson, Knight, died 
yesterday at Tobermore, Co. Londonderry. 
Sir Hiram, who whs born in Belfast on the 
13th of June, 1840, was Pro-Chancellor of 
Queen's University, Belfast. 
late John Wilkinson, of Belfast, and of Anna- 
bella, dauchter of William Shaw. of Holden’s 
Valley, Waringstown, Co. Down, he was 
educated at Queen’s University, Belfast, 
where he obtained the degrees of B.A. and 
LL.D. He was holder of the Studentship 
awarded by the Four Inns of Court in 1871. 
and was called to the Bar in 1872. Sir 
Hiram entered the Consular Service in Japan 
as Student Interpreter in 1864. and was 
Vice-Consul in 1877. In 1879-1880 he was 
acting Assistant Judge in Shanghai, and was 
Crown Advocate in 1881. He was British 
Commissioner for the Settlement of Claims 
after the Canton Riots in 1883: Judge of His 
Majestv’s Court for Japan, 1897-1900. and 
Chief dustice of the Supreme Court for China 
and Corea, 1900-1905, when he retired. . 

Sir Hiram was Deputy-Lieutenant and 
Justice of the Peace for the County of London- 
derry, and was High Sheriff of that county, 
1921. He was married in 1864 to Bridie, 
daughter of the late Thomas Gaffikin. by 
whom he had one son. Sir Hiram was created 
a Knight of the British Empire in 1903.

The electri- 
fication work was ‘commenced in 1916, and 
was interfered with considerably by war con- 
ditions. By 950 - kilometres: had been 
electrified, this including most of the main 
line, and particularly the stretch from Basle 
right through the St.. Gothard tunnel to 
Italy. In 1928 the Government programme 
will be completed. The electrification scheme 
has not exactly justified itself on purely 
‘transport cost grounds. As a matter of fact, 
the result of the electrification will be that 
railway transport in Switzerland will be one 
of the most expensive in the world. One of 
the reasons for this is that the work was 
carried out ata time when the cost | of 
everything was exceedingly high. 

‘Fhe scheme, however, conferred benefits of 
many kinds upon the country. It renders 
Switzerland independent oí imported coal, 
which is a most important point, particularly 
in war time. It also provided badly-needed 
work for many. oí the Swiss factories and for 

large numbers of men. The electrification 
also had the effect of speeding-up the Swiss 
railways to a very marked extent, cuaoling 
much heavier trains to travel at considerably 
higher speeds. The Federal Railways have 
power stations and transmission lines of their 
own, the transmission +being~at 60,000 voits, 
transformed down at outdoor sub-stations to 
15,000 volts. 
A GREAT NEW SCHEME. 

It is proposed to run a new transmission 
line at 150.000 volts from the power station 
at Barberine. The main power stations at 
present are Ritom, with 60,000 h.p., and 
Amsteg, with 90,000 h.p. The Amsteg station 
has six units, one of which is not for railway 
power supply, being a three-phase machine. 
50-periods, for giving a supply for genera! 
mndustrial purposes. The stations at Ritom 
and Amsteg work in conjunction with one 
another, and are both high-fall stations, the 
Amsteg fall being about ‘780 ft. In the years 
1920-1925 400 million units were supplied 
from the two stations in question. and it is 
estimated in this way a saving of 560,000 tons 
of coal was made. The output from these 
stations has now increased, and in 1925 they 
supplied 144 million units for railway traction 
and 51 million units for industrial use. 

A huge power scheme is planned for Ander- 
matt, which is at present a great centre for 
mountain-climbing tourists and for the train- 
ing of the Swiss.Army. This scheme con- 
templates a large lake, which will obliterate 
the present Andermait and will necessi- 
tate the building of a new town. A wer 
station at Goeschenen would thus be enabled 
to produce 500,000 h.p., and would act mainly 
as a winter power station for virtnally the 
whole of Switzerland.

HABITS.

At the sitting of the Commission on 
Food Prices, at 5 Ely place, Dublin,. 
yesterday, Senator 8. L. Brown, K.C., 
presiding, a witness who was«giving .evi-. 
dence iegarding te meat trade in the 
cjty, stated that in recent years the habits 
of customers had changed. Instead of the 
large joints purchased formerly at regular 
times, the tendency now-is to buy smaller 
joints, and to buy every day. People, he 
said, like to get meat every day now. 

The Commission is inquiring into the 
wholesale and retail prices of meat, ani 
the costs of carrying on the victualling 
business, and, during the taking of evi- 
dence from a Rathmines trader, the Chair- 
man remarked that what struck him in 
regard to the retail prices of beef, without 
having some explanation, was that the 
fall in prices between May, 1926, and the 
present time was hardly represented in 
the lowered retail prices. 


AUDITOR’S EVIDENCE. 


THE NET AND THE GROSS 
PROFITS. 

Evidence was taken first concerning the 
method adopted by auditors in auditing 
accounts of such business, not only of ordi- 
nary firms that are not companies, but also 
of limited and liability companies, and on the 
nature of the certificates which must be given, 

Mr. °° W. Davy, of Messrs. Craig, 
Gardner and Son, was examined regarding 
the profit and loss account and the trading 
account of a trader engaged in the victualling 
business in the city. The gross profit for the 
year eifded 3lst March, 1925, in this case was 
13.88 per cent. on the total sales and the net 
profit on sales was 2.4 per cent. The rate of 
gross profit for the year ended 3Slst March, 
1924, was 15.22 per cent. and the net profit 
was 4.5. 

Chairman—That is, the net profit -nearly 
doubled although the gross profit only went 
‘up one-sixth’—-That is because the expenses 
do not bear the same ratio. Expenses are 
more or less stable in a business of this kind. 

So that if it were carried on on a larger 
scale you would probably make a larger net 
profit ?--Yes. 

Mr. Burns, of Messrs. Burns, Griffin and 
Co., agreed substantially with the previous 
witness. 

A RATHMINES SHOP, 

Mr. Meehan, who carries on a victualling 
business at Rathmines terrace, was then 
examined. He stated that he had been 
trading for 16 years and carried on a mixed 
trade. Producing tables of his trading in a 
week in October, 1925, and a week in May, 
1926, he said that in the week ending 3lst 
October, 1925, he purchased five cattle for 
£107 4s. Od., the dead weight cost being 94d. 
per Jb. The purchase price of, mutton in the 
sume period was ls. 1d. per lb, dead weight. 
In the week ending Ist May, 1926, he pur- 
chased 4 cattle, the dead weight working out 
at 1ljd. per lb., sheep, for the same period 
being 1s, ld. per lb., dead weight. The 
average retail prices for these weeks were 
represented by :—Ribs, 1s. 2d. to Ils. 6d.; 


sirloin, 1s. 6d. to ls. 8d.; sirloin steak, 
1s. 8d.; round steak, ls. 4d.; rib, 1s. to 
ls. 2d.; brisket (fresh), 1s.; corned, 9d. 
to 10d. 


' The price of beef, live weight, in May, 
1926, was 59s. per cwt.,.as against 47s. in 
October, 1925. This was the dearest and 
scarcest time of the year, said the witness. 

” Chairman—Is there any sort of practice in 
vour business as to altering your prices in 
accordance with the alteration in the price of. 
live weight? ) 

The witness replied that there was. He 
said that in October of last year the live 
weight price of cattle was 47s. per cwt. If 
they thought that the £9s. par cwt. was going 
to last, they would be justified in raising the 
price a penny a pound, but in May they 
could not raise the price of coarse meat—only 
of fine meat. 

Chairman—Therefore, it wouid be the richer 
customer who would have his price increased? 
—Well, yes. As the hot weather comes along 
it hecomes difficult to sell the coarser parts. 

What difference in the price of live weight 
which is going to last some little time would 
justify you in raising it?—The difference. in 
these two prices would justify 1t. 

Twelve shillings ?—-Yes.

Proceeding, he said that many casual critics 
of public administration said that the housing 
problem. would solve itself if long term loans 
were made available.

The provision of 
long term loans would not solve it. _The only 
remedy was to. bring down the cost of 
material, or of labour costs. 

The cost of materials should be tackled 
by the provision of} alternative materials to 
ordinary brick-building. Unfortunately, as 
they had seen from a recent controversy in 
England, there was a tendency on the part of 
Labour bodies to insist that they must pay 
the same rate of wages as on the present 
‘houses. That view was unsound. It meant, 
if labour persisted in it, that there would be 
no solution in any reasonable time for the 
housing problem. Houses of concrete or of 
steel would help very much to solve the pro- 
blem if local authorities were not subjected 
to irksome restrictions by trade bodies. Until 
labour could face that fact, he really thought 
that there was no possibility of reducing the 
cost; of building. i sá

THE ANTI-BRITISH 
CAMPAIGN, 


MOB THREATENS WOMEN AND 


CHILDREN. 
IRISH TIMES FOREIGN SERVICE, 
From Our Own CORRESPONDENT. 
SHANGHAI, Tuesday. 

The wave of anti-British feeling is gather- 
ing force in Western China as a result of the 
Wanhsien incident on September 5th. The 
Szechuenese are broadcasting resolutions de- 
manding that the whole of China shall unite 
against British Imperialism, that the Canton 
Government shall be authorised to conduct 
negotiations with the British instead of with 
the Peking Government, and that the various 
military factions should bury the hatchet for 
the purpose of uniting against British in- 
fluence in China. 

Seventy-six foreign residents, mostly British 
women and children, at Chungking, Szechuen 
province, were threatened by a mob of 
Chinese students, labourers and local armed 
militia last night; whilst being evacuated on 
boats to Ichang, Hankow and Shanghai, and 
for some time were in danger of their lives. 
The mob had been excited by anti-foreign 


demonstrations. They made ugly rushes 
towards the foreign party, threatening to 
throw several into the river. The British 


Consul at Chingking was engaged elsewhere 
at the moment when the mob started their 
attack, but the American Consul, Mr. Walter 
Adams, intervened successfully, and was able 
to get the party away without loss of life. 


FOREIGN MINISTER’S STATEMENT. 
PEKING, Tuesday. 

According to a Peking message, Admiral 
Tsai Ting-Kon, the *oreign Minister, de- 
clared, in an interview, that it was. desirable 
that negotiations arising out of the Wanhsien 
incident should be conducted locally between 
the Chinese Commissioner of Foreign Affairs 
and the British Consul at Ichang. 

As regards the imposition of surtaxes by 
the Canton Government, if the proposed taxa- 
tion were put into force without the Premier's 
approval the Canton Government would 
naturally be held responsible for the conse- 
quences. The Foreign Minister feared that

-noon declared open the Grocers’ Exhibition, 
which is being held in the Ulster Hall. It: 
will remain open until October 9th. There 
was a very large attendance. 

The Lord Mayor said that an exhibition of 
this sort was a great help in enabling the 
people to realise something of what was being 
done to ensure a pure and healthful supply 
of foodstuffs. The grocery trade was making 
great edvances in the handling of the necessi- 
ties of life, and one had only to look aro 
to realise that year by year more commedi- 
ties were being prepared in up-to-date 
factories, under the most hygienic conditions, 
and put up in-most attractive packages ready 
for consumption. That in itself was a great 
advance, and the food reached the consumer 
with the minimum of handling and in the 
best possible condition.

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MEMORIES OF A DOG. 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sirn,—It is a far cry from August, 1882, 
when the Sherwood Foresters came from 
Chatham to Letterkenny (or was it Castle- 
bar’). General Smith-Dorrien was with them 
then. There came with them, tco, and on to 
the South an unknown English native; so 
winning and to become so dear and faithful 
that, when they lost him many years after, 
those that loved him could never seek to re- 
place him. 

He was a black and white terrier, but with 
little of the black, cf a prize strain, and his 
name was Trot. Dogs differ in their character 
and disposition just as much as men do, 
Trot was of the gay and happy kind; but, 
strange to say, this loyal. English subject, 
abiding in a ‘‘true-blue”’ Irish home, hated 
to see a policeman enter the gate. His hair 
would stand on end and he would.charge as 
from a catapult upon the foe. Pa sing police- 
men on the road or outside their barrack— 
barracks is now beginning to be written; but 
barracks are for soldiers, a barrack for police- 
men—he was loftily unconscious. of them. 

Early in the morning you would hear his 
long-lasting barking down the lawn, and you 
know that he had found his dear 
granyogue (xpdineos. As he 
found when he tried to seize it, his prickly 
treasure was not much good to him; vet 
granyogues allured him to the end. On the 
heathery hilltop he would ‘‘ go out of his 
skin’’ with joy; but best of all he loved the 
river. In what was once the millstream of 
the Cistercian monks’ ‘ boultin’ mill’’— 
Chaucer’s word and pronunciation—where_ it 
joins its‘music to that of the river—sweetest 
all sounds !— Trot, would dive for stones 
hour after hour, dragging them out and 
placing them in a straight row, whining all 
the time. 
When at last he had “his 'nough “ of it he 
would lie down in a nook behind a reader and 
sleep peacefully. 

He would go wild about kittens. and was 
always great friends with cats. A huge white 
cat. with “a back like a sheep, as a cat- 
lover used to say, would lie on the hearthrug 
between Trot’s legs, whose side was the 
pillow, and contentedly roast. This cat, one 
dav at family prayers, stept softly on to a 
kneeling friend’s back, then on the table, 
and, sitting by the cream-jug, enjoyed its 
contents by pawfuls until he knew the last 
sentence was being read, when he stept back 
the same way to Trot’s warm side. Other 
white cats were his good friends, too. 

These wheeling days are dismal for dogs, 
who Jove a walk above all things. A 
laburnum was planted on Trot’s grave. It 
grew to be a beautiful tree, its golden 
splendour seen against the blue sky and the

APPLE-GROWING IN IRELAND. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Siri—I am rather late in referring to the 
subject of apple-growing in Ireland, which 
was mentioned in your paper a couple of 
weeks ago; but I thought that some of your 
readers might be interested in hearing what a 
friend of ours told us. In the ‘fall ” of 1897 
she was in the United States, and from Boston 
took train. She says: “ After two or three 
hours in the train en route for the White 
Mountains, I got into a buggy and drove mile 
after mile on very wide roads, with grass on 
each side, and in the grass at intervals. were 


apple trees loaded with fruit. The man who 
was, driving told me that the State planted 


| them for the benefit of the Feis and that 


on a certain day it was published in all the 
papers that the apples were readv for gather- 
ing, and then the people went and took the 
quantity they needed. 

If this were done in Ireland, even here and 
there, surely the boys would learn to respect 
the endeavour that the State was making 
both for their benefit and for the farmers, 
who might wish to try fruit-growing’ for 
market. Some of our roads would -be too 
narrow, I suppose; but, perhaps, the trees 
could be planted near the hedgerows and in 
places where there was a little more space. Í 
feel sure that many of the people of the 
né ghbourhood: would help such- a scheme, 
— from self-interest and from kindness of 
eart.

SKETCHES OF EARLY 
PUBLISHERS. 


—— 


Skinner’s row is not a high-sounding name 
for a neighbourhood, but the street: which 
once bore it and stood in what is now Christ 
Church place was a very important locality 
in its day and housed a great deal of wealth 
and consequence in the way of business. it 
was not an imposing-looking street, being 
only about seventeen feet in breadth, ana 
even that space was curtailed by projecting 
shop fronts and cellars, leaving only a space 
of about twelve feet for vehicles. It was 
the main thoroughfare from the eastern side 
of the «ity, leading to the Law Courts, which 
made it 4 busy and crowded spot, especially 
during ‘Term time. The beginning of its 
decline in prosperity came at the time of 
the removal of the Sessions to Green street ; 
then the opening of the new Law Courts, 
and the transfer of the Cornmarket put the 
finishing touch to its palmy days. 

In 1821 the city authorities, in the carry- 
ing out of certain alterations, caused the 
whole of the north side of Skinner's row, as 
well as the buildings known as Christ Church 
Yard, to be swept away. Among the about- 


to-be indispensable services represented there 
in the early days, bookselling and printing 
were well to the fore. 


DICK'S COFFEE-HOUSE. 


Near the end of the reign of Charles I. 
a portion of a great house in the row 
which had orginally been the property of the 
Butler family, was converted into a coffee- 
house by Richard Pue, a printer, and became 
known as “ Dick’s Coffee-house,’’ and rapidly 
grew to be one of the most popular establish- 
ments of its kind in Dublin. Several rooms 
in the building were ‘let to booksellers for 
auctions, and were so sought: after for this 
purpose that trouble arose between two 
claimants to one room. Serious controversy 
arose in the matter, the details of which 
were afterwards printed and published under 
the title of “The Dublin Scuffle.” ‘The 
little pamphlet contained, in addition to the 
rights of the squabble—from the point of 
view of one of the combatants—a wandering 
eulogy on the good qualities of the pro- 
prietor of the coffee-house and of his wife. 

In this coffee-house Pue started publication 
in the year 1700 of one of the first Dublin 
newspapers. It was known as [ues 
Occurrences. Originally it was a Tory paper, 
and was issued in quarto, and later it grew 
to large folio size. After the death, in 1758. 
of its first publisher, it was “run” by his 
nephew, James Pue; then by Sarah Pue. 
and, after passing through many hands, its 
career terminated sin 1792. 


NOT THE FIRST. 


Although Pue’s Occurrences was stated by 
many to have been the first Dublin news 
paper, this was was not the case. It had a 
predecessor. In 1685 a bookseller named 
Robert Thornton, who was the first holder 
of the office of King's Stationer, issued 7'he 
Dublin News Letter. This paper carried 
the statement that it was “printed by 
Joseph Ray, in College Green, for Robert 
Thornton, at the Leather Bottle in Skinner’s 
row.” It appeared as a single leaf of small 
folio size, printed on both sides, and was 
written in the form of a letter, beginning 
with the word “Sir.” 

Old records say that Richard Thornton 
was “a very obliging person, having sense 
enough for a Privy Councillor, and good 
nature enough for a primitive Christian.” 
Joseph Ray, the printer, is also the sub- 
sr of a diverting little sketch. Slender in 
ody, we are-told, head rather big than 
small, his face thin and of moderate size, a 
smooth tongue. a voice neither deep nor 
shrill; his countenance ever intermjxed with 
joy and sadness, a courteous man in his 
shop—a difficult person, to size up from all 
this welter of interesting detail. 

Publishers seem to have come in for a good 
deal of critical comment an those days. 
Durton, one of the participants in “ ‘lhe 
Dublin Seuffle.”” describes another of the 
publishers n Skinner’s row as _ “perfect 
innocence, yet a man of letters; he knows 
no harm, therefore, commits none; he is 
what we might truly call a religious printer.’

TROUBLES OF MERSEY MAN

29th June, 1925. by means of false pretences, 
obtained from James Martin £2 2s., and on 
other dates obtained. by the same means, 
various other sums of money, amounting m 
all to about £40, with intent to defraud. 

Miss Nan McCoubrev, secretary of the 
Devonshire Laundry, Belfast, said that on the 
29th June, 1925, a man called at the laundry 
and said that. he was collecting the account 
for the Great Victoria street Presbyterian 
Church blotter and calendar. She gave him 
a cheque for £3 10s., and received a receipt 
signed “‘Robb.’’ The prisoner resembled the 
man who called. 

The Accused—I admit having collected the 
account. 

Edward McGovern gave evidence of a man 
having called in 1925 for an advertisement to 
be inserted in the Ormeau Bowling Club 
fixture sheet. The witness gave the man an 
order, and on the 22nd June, 1925, another 
man called with the account, and the witness 
paid that man £2 2s. in cash. : 

The prisoner. in the witness box, said that 
he had got six months’ imprisonment in Man- 
chester, and thought at that time that the 
present charge had been taken into considera- 
tion.
